Dividend To

However, those who w a t c h the 
crowds come and go in the hobby 
of collecting ancestors, Pedigree 
Alley is the name that has stuck. 
From every state in the Union 
they flock to find evidence to quali­ 
fy them for membership in patri­ 
otic societies such as the Sons of 
the A m e r i c a n Revolution, the 
Daughters of the American Revo­ 
lution, the Colonial Dames, the 
Society of the Cincinnati, the Na­ 
tional S o c i e t y of Americans of 
Royal Descent. 
Custodian Joseph C. Wolf places 
at their disposal enough 
“light 
reading’’ to occupy them for weeks. 
Some are social climbers, others 
professional genealogists, o t h e r s 
amateurs with a real interest In 
their families. Ten thousand each 
year are from Chicago alone.

Fur Business 
Continues 
Downward Trend 


COLUMBUS. Jan IO—The annual 
report of the Ohio Fur Dealers for 
the 1950-51 season shows that the 
fur business in Ohio continued on 
the downward trend which started 
in the 1946-47 season. 
Ohio dealers, of which there 
are now only 526. handled a total 
of 449,214 pelts last season 
as 
com pared to 583.294 in the 1949 SO 
trapping season. 
The report includes only those 
furs sold to Ohio fur dealers and 
excludes those sold directly to out* 
of state dealers by Ohio hunters 
and trappers. Therefore the report 
does 
not 
approximate 
the total 
number of fur bearers trapped in 
the state during the year, but does 
definitely show that the amount of 
animals taken continued to decline. 
• • . 
WITH only two exceptions the 
number of individual species trap­ 
ped in 1950 51 continued to decline 
also. Those exceptions, surprising­ 
ly, were the red and gray fox. The 
number of red fox pelts handled 
last year rose to 3,056, 
as com­ 
pared to only 1,903 in 1949-50. The 
number of gray fox pelts handled 
also increased from 967 in 49-50 to 
1,331 last year. 
All other species including mink, 
muskrat, raccoon, skunk and w ea­ 
sel showed a definite decrease last 
year.

swanky ho tels, free plane rides, and 
all 
the gratuities which hav e beco me po pular 
and widespread in administratio n circles. 
Six -figure 
retainers 
fro m 
go v ernment 
co ntracto rs, co mmissio n o f $5 ,000 o n 
the 
sale o f a single used airplane, are no lo ng­ 
er lo o ked upo n as breaches o f o fficial eti­ 
quette. 
If gifts o f cigars in 19 40 w ere co nsidered 
a bad practice, ho w can these later inci­ 
dents be winked a ’? Familiarity s t i l l 
breeds co ntempt. The natio n has trav eled 
fast and far fro m cigars to mink co ats. 


On March 15 , I, being self-emplo y ed, will ( 
hav e to giv e the Internal Rev enue Bureau 
SH I I hav e no wish to giv e them $81. They 
Sfcv it is some kind of insurance fo r my 
old age. I carry m y ow n insurance with 
reputable com panies that o perate on an ac­ 
tuarial basis, set up adequate reserv es, are 
inspected by state insurance co mmissio ns. 


To me, this $81 is just ano ther tax . I shall 
pay it under pro test because i am 
co n- 
v in cfd that it is a do uble tax and therefo re 
unco nstitutio nal. Were I as co urageo us as 
Viv ien Kellems, I sho uld no t pay this tax 
because there is no sense in it. 


Certainly there is no thing in the Co nstitu­ 
tio n that pro v ides that the go v ernment ran 
fo rce me to insure m y self and select the 
agency fo r me. No t ev en the “ welfare” 
phrase in the preamble warrants such an 
ex tensio n o f go v ernmental autho rity . 


That reaso n I am inv o lv ed in this pay ­ 
ment is that I hav e cho sen to take the risks 
o f being self-emplo y ed. No bo dy needs 
to 
limit me to a 4 0-ho ur week. No bo dy is un­ 
der a co ntract to pro v ide a pensio n. I run 
my o wn life, take mv o wn risks, and am 
do ing all right, thank y o u. 


Some peo ple like what thrv call security . 
By that they mean that they wish to be 
assured that no thing untoward will happen 
to them. Ho w any o ne can gain such a fa­ 
vorable situatio n in life. I do no t kno w'. Fo r 
instance, w'hat is security wo rth w’hen the 
currency is co nstantly lo sing its v alue? Or, 
what security is*there in a state o f co nstant 
war and preparatio n fo r war? 


I was talking to the redo ubtable Viv ien 
K e l l e m s , manufacturer o f Sto ningto n. 
Co nn., successful rebel against the internal 
rev enue bureau's insistence upo n ev ery 
emplo y er beco ming a tax -co llecto r witho ut 
co mpensatio n and at his o wn ex pense. 
Viv ien Kellems to ld me o f a friend who 
had go ne thro ugh life witho ut ev er v o ting. 
This wo man did no t interest herself in po l­ 
itics, altho ugh she talked fav o rably o f the 
New Deal and the United Natio ns and such 
rev o lutio nary co ncepts. 
Her o wn life had been tragic. Her hus­ 
band was killed in an airplane accident, 
leav ing her with a so n and ano ther o ne a 
mo nth o n its way . After the seco nd 
so n 
was bo rn, she went to wo rk and dev o ted all 
the y ears o f her life to her so ns, 
nev er 
marry ing, nev er interrupting her sacri­ 
fices. And no w' her bo y s are o n their way 
to Ko rea. 
That wo man is no w interested in p o 1- 
itics. She has co me to reco gnize that that 
ugly wo rd, po litics, is no t simply a matter 
o f v o ting fo r o ne po litician against ano th­ 
er; it means the preserv atio n o f the fam ­ 
ily ; it means participating 
in decisio ns 
which pro tect life and pro perty and the so ­ 
cial traditio ns o f a peo ple. 
She liv es in a po ll tax state and she is 
pay ing up all her po ll tax es in arrears, so 
that she can v o te in the nex t electio n. 
There are millio ns of A m erican wo men 
who hav e av o ided po litics, but 
so me o f 
them, like the ho usewiv es 
in 
Marshall, 
Tex ., who refuse to be tax co llecto rs, are 
no w pushing fo rward po litically . If 
a mil­ 
lio n o f them beco me articulate, they will 
alter the face o f American po litics. Their 
fo rce can be legio n. 
And so a new o rganizatio n of w om en is 
springing up in this co untry and is a lre a d y 
measurable in Tex as, O k lahom a and Cali­ 
fo rnia. They call them selv es the “ Liberty 
Belles.” Their mo tto is: 
“ Pro claim liberty thro ugho ut all 
the land 
unto all 
the inhabitants thereof; 
and 
y e 
shall return every man unto his possession, 
and every man unto his family .”

DIET AN D HEALTH 


Caught Cold? Bed Rest Helps 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 
CHARLES Dick ens gave his de­ 
finition of a cold when he 
wrote: 
“I am at this moment deaf 
in 
the ear*, hoarse In the throat, red 
in the nose, green 
in the gills, 
damp in the ey es, twitchy in the 
joints, and fractious in temper 
from a most intolerable and op­ 
pressive cold.'* 
This amusing observation has 
value for present-day sufferers of 
this commonest of all infections, 
as it points to the most practical 
treatm ent—relieving each of the 
•y mptoms as they arise. Even to­ 
day . this is about the best we have 
learned to do for a cold. 
A Day In Bcd 
As soon as a cold starts, spend 
a day In bed. lf this is at all possi­ 
ble. This will help mak e the cold 
less severe, and protect y our fam ­ 
ily , friends and eo-work ers. It 
will also help build up y our re­ 
sistance against other germs tha t 
can lead to more serious com­ 
plications. 
A cold Is an Infection of the 
mucous m em brane or lining of 
the nose and throa t, often 
spreading further into surround­ 
ing areas. If confined Just to the 
nose. It la medically k nown as 
rhinitis; if confined to the throat, 
it is k nown as phary ngitis. 
If y ou have only one cold a 
y ear, y ou belong to a luck y m in­ 
ority of the population. More 
than one-half the people In 
the 
United States have at least two a 
y ear. and about one-fourth 
have 
three or more. Colds cause 
more 
than half of the absenteeism 
from work and school. 
Colds are widely spread from 


I person to person by sneezing, 
which 
pray s tiny droplets from 
the rn. nth and nose. These drop­ 
lets cairy as far as 12 feet. Food 
and oilier objects can also be 
contaminated by droplets and by 
the hand:., and provide a path for 
indirect infection. 
I 
When y ou see a person 
with 
the signs of a cold, it is 
wise to 
k eep away from all unnecessary 
contact with him. If y ou y ourself 
have a cold, cover y our 
coughs 
• and sneezes with disposable tis­ 
sues. which should be 
throw n 
away as soon as possible. 
Steam inhalations which 
pro­ 
vide moisture to the 
mucous 
membranes can offer great relief 
during the rarly stages of a cold. 
Pain-relieving drugs, 
such 
as 
aspirin, are helpful for headache 
and muscular pains. 
False Beliefs 
Many cold “ rem ed ies" and 
“trenintents” on the m ark et have 
led to false beliefs about 
colds. 
Nose drops garbles, drugs, and 
vaccines sometimes relieve the 
sy mptoms and mak e the patient 
feel better, but no such 
remedy 
is reliable for curing a cold. Cold 
vaccines should be used 
only as 
directed by the phy sician. 
Some people try to 
prevent 
colds by tak ing ex tra vitamins 
and various food elements. Of 
course, if the diet is deficient In 
vitamins, they will improve 
the 
general health and resistance.

THE STYMIE is dead. That’s not an an­ 
imal, but it is an integral part of golf that 
apparently is gone forever now that the 
United States Golf association and the Roy­ 
al and Ancient Club of St. Andrews, Scot­ 
land, ruling body in golf everywhere but in 
America, finally have agreed on a basic 
set of rules. 
Whether you slice. hook, setoff, top or 
just plain m iss the ball, your endeavors on 
the links henceforth will be governed bv a 
single set of rules, for the first time in his­ 
tory. 
There haven t been many tears shed over 
the stym ie. Most Am ericans haven't been 
too well acquainted with that bothersome 
little beast. American golfers alw ays have 
been more interested in their score, 
In 
Scotland, where the gam e was born, the 
greatest interest alw ays was in man-to- 
man play. 
The stym ie was an integral and unpre­ 
dictable part of such matches. If the op­ 
ponent’s ball happened to block your way 
to the hole on the putting green, you were 
obliged to jump it or by-pass it to the best 
of your ability. 
Am ericans always figured 
the stym ie 
w as an accident. They said no one ever 
laid one deliberately. Their point always 
w as that it was sill} to think you could or 
would so putt your ball that it would in­ 
trude between tho hole and your opponent’s 
ball. Rather, -aid An* erican players, you 
alw ays were aiming for the hole and any­ 
thing that roiled too short or too tar and 
stymied an opponent w as pure accident. 
Basic Scotch reasoning in golf alw ays has 
been, “ P lay it as it lies,” They took the 
stym ie as one of the hazards of a continual­ 
ly challenging cam e and they regret 
its 
passing. Score-minded Am ericans will not, 
and don't care about that tradition.

$81. I have no wish to give them $81. They 
say it is som e kind of insurance for my 
old age. I carry my ow n insurance with 
reputable com panies that operate on an ac­ 
tuarial basis, set up adequate reserves, are 
inspected by state insurance com m issions. 


To m e, this $81 is just another tax. I shall 
pay it Under protest because I am 
con­ 
vinced that ft is a double tax and therefore 
unconstitutional. Were I as courageous as 
Vivien K fUem s, I should not pay this tax 
because there is no sense in it. 


Certainly there is nothing in the Constitu­ 
tion that provides that the governm ent can 
fori e m e to insure m yself and select the 
agency for me. Not even the “ w elfare” 
phrase in the pream ble warrants such an 
extension of governm ental authority. 


That reason I am involved in this pay­ 
ment is that I have chosen to take the risks 
of being self-employed. Nobody needs 
to 
limit inc to a 40-hour week. Nobody is un­ 
der a contract to provide a pension. I run 
my own life, take mv own risks, and am 
doing all right, thank you. 


Some people like what they call security. 
By that they m ean that they wish to be 
assured that nothing untoward will happen 
to them, How anyone can gain such a fa­ 
vorable situation in life, I do not know. P'or 
instance, what is security worth when the 
currency is constantly losing its value? Or, 
what security isphere in a state of constant 
war and preparation for war? 


I was talking to the redoubtable Vivien 
K e 11 e rn s, manufacturer of Stonington, 
Conn., successful rebel against the internal 
revenue bureau's insistence upon every 
em ployer becoming a tax-collector without 
compensation and at his own expense. 
Vivien Kell*' m s told m e of a friend who 
had gone through life without ever voting. 
This woman did not interest herself in pol­ 
itics, although she talked favorably of the 
New Deal and the United Nations and such

Her hus­ 
band w as killed in an airplane accident, 
leaving her with a son and another one a 
month on its way. After the second son 
was born, she went to work and devoted ail 
the years of her life to her sons, 
never 
marrying, never interrupting her sacri­ 
fices, And now her boyg are on their way 
to Korea. 
That woman is now interested in p o l ­ 
itics. She has com e to recognize that that 
ugly word, politics, is not simply a matte: 
of voting for one politician against anoth­ 
er; 
i * means the preservation of the fam ­ 
ily; it 
m eans participating 
in decisions 
which protect life and property and the so­ 
cial traditions of a people. 
She lives in a poll tax state and she is 
paying up all her poll taxes in arrears, so 
that she ran vote in the next election. 
There are millions of American women 
who have avoided politics, but 
som e of 
the n, like the 
housewives 
in 
Marshall, 
Tex., who refuse to be tax collectors, art 
now pushing forward politically. If a mil­ 
lion of them becom e articulate, thev will 
alter the face of American politics. Their 
force can he legion. 
And so a new organization of women is 
springing up in this country and is aire idy 
m easurable *n Texas, Oklahoma and Cali­ 
fornia.

Caught Ccid? Bed Rest Helps

CHARLES Dickens gave his de­ 
finition of a cold when he wrote: 
"I am at this moment deaf in 
the ears. hoarse in the throat, red 
in the nose, green in the gills, 
damp in the eyes, twitchy in the 
Joints, and fractious in temper 
from a most intolerable and op­ 
pressive cold.” 
This amusing observation has 
value for present-day sufferers of 
this commonest of all Infections, 
as it points to the most practical 
treatment— relieving each of the 
symptoms as they arise. Even to­ 
day, this is about the best we have 
learned to do for a cold. 
A Day In Red 
As soon as a cold starts, spend 
a day In bed, lf this Is at all possi­ 
ble. This will help make the cold 
lew severe, and protect your fam ­ 
ily, friends and co-workers. It 
will also help build up your re­ 
sistance against other germs that 
can lead to more serious com­ 
plications. 
A cold Is an infection of the 
mucous membrane or lining of 
the nose and throat, often 
spreading further into surround­ 
ing areas. If confined Just to the 
nose, it is medically known as 
rhinitis; lf confined to the throat, 
it is known as pharyngitis. 
If you have only one cold a 
year you belong to a lucky min­ 
ority of the population. More 
than one-half the people in the 
United States have at least two a 
year, and about one-fourth have 
three or more. Colds cause more 
than half of the absenteeism 
from work and school. 
Colds art widely spread from 


person to person by sneezing, 
which sprays tiny droplet* from 
the mouth and nose. Th esp drop­ 
lets carry as far as 12 feet. Food 
and other objects can also be 
contaminated by droplets and by 
the hands, and provide a path for 
indirect infection. 
When you see a person with 
the signs of a cold, it is wise to 
keep away from all unnecessary 
contact with him. If you yourself 
have a cold, cover your coughs
